If any 
dispute arises during or immediately after the sale of a lot, 
Auctioneer shall have the right to recall the lot and put it 
up for sale again.

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Pattern 8 Reales 
1827 Guanajuato & 1882 Hermosillo 


1827 Guanajuato Pattern 8 Reales 
Fig. 1 


Among the most classic of Mexican Pattern 8 Reales are the 1827 Guanajuato and 1882 
Hermosillo, both unique in their design and of exquisite beauty. The 1827 Guanajuato Pattern 
was produced at the Royal Mint in London, England by William Wyon, one of the most talented 
and noted engravers ever to work in England. It displays quality workmanship for the time, with 
its neatly detailed design, higher than normal relief and sharp strike. The lettering used in both 
the obverse and reverse legends are neatly cut and precise. It is struck with a medallic die axis, 
it has a plain edge and has a very sharp upset rim with ornate denticles struck with the care and 
precision that is more reminiscent of contemporary English medals. It is undoubtedly struck with 
the state-of-the-art steam powered coining presses then available at the Royal Mint in London. 
Buttrey states that specimens were struck in London, the coins and dies were sent to Mexico in 
1827. There they were seized by customs agents at the port of Veracruz, because they were in vio- 
lation of the regulation that only the central mint at Mexico City could provide dies and matrices 
of the branch mints.

The Hermosillo Pattern has the identical design to that of the 1827 Guanajuato Pattern produced 
by William Wyon with the exception of the obverse legend. There are even identical effects 
within the dies which appear on both, most noticeably a small raised dot directly to the left of the 
liberty cap, however slightly less pronounced on the latter. Some authors have assigned the 
Hermosillo pieces to being produced in England namely due to the origin of the dies, however 
their method of manufacture would suggest otherwise. Although the Hermosillo patterns 
strongly resemble the 1827 Guanajuato patterns, there are several distinct differences. 


UL 
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The first being the use of a milled edge identical to that of contemporary circulation strikes mint- 
ed at the Hermosillo mint. The Hermosillo Pattern is struck with a coin die axis and has an 
obverse legend produced with identical punches used on contemporary Hermosillo 8 Reales 
between 1876 and 1880. The assayer’s initial “J.A.” are consistent with that of Jesus Acosta, 
assayer of the Hermosillo mint from 1877-1883. There is evidence of the planchet shifting slight- 
ly during striking, leaving somewhat diagonal flow lines in the metal most prominent in the 
obverse and reverse legends. This would point towards the Hermosillo pieces being struck with 
inferior minting equipment, just as the Guanajuato pieces were not held firmly in a collar. 
Evidence would suggest that an unfinished pair of the William Wyon’s original Guanajuato pat- 
tern dies (obverse legend omitted) or the hubs used to produce dies 


somehow was found in Hermosillo in the early 1880’s and were then engraved with the pertinent 
information pertaining to the mint at that time. How and why this strange phenomenon occurred 
still remains somewhat of a mystery. It is possible that the confiscated dies in Veracruz somehow 
remained intact for 55 years and made their way to the Hermosillo mint where they were used. 
It is also possible that since the mint was at the time leased to Robert R. Symon of the English 
firm Symon & Cia, the William Wyon dies were purchased and brought over from England and 
used to strike these fascinating patterns. The exact occurrence of events may never be fully 
known.

ESTADO DE MEXICO 
The state of Mexico or “Estado de Mexico” is south centrally located in the heart of Mexico. A mint was 
established in the city of Tlapan in 1828 in an attempt to build revenue for the state and gain the business 
of the local mining industry. This was a short lived and somewhat dysfunctional mint which operated at a 
financial loss and inevitably led to its closure in 1830. The mint struck coins in both silver and gold. There 
are currently two denominations known in gold and three in silver, all are either scarce or rare.

GUADALAJARA 

The city of Guadalajara is the capital in the state of Jalisco. Originally founded in 1532, the city was 
relocated on multiple occasions until its current site was established in 1542. A mint was first established in 
Spanish colonial times during the “War of Independence” in 1812. Although the first Republican coins were 
minted in 1825, it is likely that the mint continued to strike the colonial type with a frozen date of 1821 up 
until this date. The Republic 8 Reales were struck continuously from 1825-1863 with a brief period where 
coining ceased during the intervention of Maximilian in 1864-1866. The coining of 8 Reales resumed in 1867 
for a few years until it was replaced by the Balance Scale Peso in 1870. The Balance Scale Pesos however 
proved to be of unpopular design and minting of the 8 Reales resumed in 1873 and continued at the mint until 
it closed in 1895.

The coinage of this year provides an interesting story about minting and politics. In 1860 Mexico was 
embroiled in the Reform War. The forces of General Severo Castillo were being besieged in Guadalajara. In 
urgent need of specie, General Castillo requisitioned silver from churches and cathedrals in the city. He 
ordered it to be coined by the mint. On learning of this plan, General Pedro Ogazan ordered the mint 
director to not issue this illegal coinage. The director however, had escaped and Albino del Moral had become 
the acting director. In order to comply with the orders of his captors and at the same time undermine their 
plans, del Moral engraved a small dot in the loop of the snake’s tail under the right wing of the eagle. Now 
identifiable, General Ogazan decreed these coins to be spurious and prohibited from circulation. Probably as 
a result of this action few examples survived.

GUADALUPE Y CALVO 

The city of Guadalupe y Calvo originated as a small mining town in the state of Chihuahua, it is named after 
its patron saint the Virgin of Guadalupe. Large quantities of gold and silver were discovered in its vicinity 
around 1835. The discovery of precious metal ores in the region inevitably resulted in the opening of a mint 
in 1844. This provided a means for locally mined metals to be coined easily and without having to be shipped 
to neighboring mints over dangerous terrain at high risks. Unfortunately, the region mines soon gave out and 
the influx of silver to the mint became minimal. This along with the internal problems at the mint led to its 
closing in 1852. In more recent years, new areas of the region are being explored by modern mining 
operations and the discovery of several new veins are producing large quantities of precious metals.

GUANAJUATO 

Guanajuato is the capital of the state of Guanajuato, meaning “place of frogs”. The name originates from the 
local indigenous dialect of that region in Guanajuato. The indigenous Indians from this area believed that 
frogs represented the god of wisdom. Guanajuato was colonized by Spain during the 1520’s and was found 
to be full of silver deposits. A mint was first established in during the “War of Independence” with the first 
known coins dated 1812. Although the first Republic coins were minted in 1824 it is likely that the mint con- 
tinued to strike the colonial type with a frozen date of 1821 up until this date. Although the mint ceased pro- 
duction of 8 Reales during several periods (1863-1867) during the Maximilian intervention, 1871-1872 for 
Balance Scale Pesos and in 1869 for an unknown reason. It continued to strike 8 Reales until the series ended 
in 1897 when it was replaced with the cap & ray Peso.

HERMOSILLO 

Hermosillo was named the capital of the state of Sonora in 1879. Although its origins date back to the early 
1700’s it was not given its name until 1828. The capital was named after General Jose Maria Gonzales de 
Hermosillo who fought in the “War of Independence”. The mint officially began striking 8 Reales in 1861 and 
did so annually until it closed in 1895. Although earlier dates are known such as 1835, 1836 and 1839, it is 
somewhat unclear as to whether they are patterns produced to show the mint’s capabilities to obtain mining 
rights or contraband issues. Unlike many of the other mints, the production of 8 Reales remained 
uninterrupted by the striking of Balance Scale Pesos. Buttrey states that Balance Scale matrices were 
present during an 1876 inventory of the mint, but they were apparently never used. The most probable rea- 
son why this mint did not strike Balance Scale Pesos is that it was under state and not federal jurisdiction. 
Subsequently, the state leased the mint to private individuals and companies during most of its existence. 
The mint ceased operations and closed in 1895. During the Mexican Revolution, Hermosillo became the 
meeting place for Carranza’s war cabinet and was the capital of Mexico for about five months.
